“Well,” she said, “I’ll tell you what it is. My playmates, they make me happy. 
I like them. My school makes me happy. I like to go to school. (I didn’t say anything, but 
she never got that from me.)

There you have happiness in a 
nutshell, and the happiest time of your life is in relation to those factors.
